SIX PRISONER^ SENTENCED 


TWO ARE SENT TO THE EAST- 


ERN PENITENTIARY. 


Of the Five Adults Sentenced Liquor 


Was the Cause ot Their 


Trouble. 


Seven prisoners were brought be- 


fore President Judge S. McC. Swope 
and Associate Judges W. Howard 
Dicks and Leo Sneeringer on last Sat- 
urday to receive their sentences. Two 
of the seven -were boys. Sentences 
were pronounced in six cases, the 
other one going over until further in- 
formation could be had about him. 
The five adults sentenced were in 
court for sentence because of offenses 
committed while under the influence 
of liquor, offenses that would in all 
probability have never been commit- 
ted but for the enemy taken in the 
mouth, and for the offenses of this 
enemy individuals suffer 
punishment 


and communities pay large sums for 
the support of courts and jails. The 
sentences of the prisoners were as fol 
lows: 


John Rider plead guilty to breaking 


in homes of Elizabeth Sneeringer and 
Edward Keiser in day time and steal- 
ing articles therefrom, in the first 
named clothing, money and jewelry, 
and in last named clotning and money, 
and after his arrest the goods were 
found on him. The defendant was 
born in county, and was 50 years of 
age and had lived in county all but 
one year ot" his life. He had lived in 
Bonneauville, near Two Taverns and 
in Littlestown. Register and Recorder 
J. A. Appier told the Court that he 
had lived two years near him and 
that he had been well thought of and 
never gave offense. He lived with a 
brother at the Time who afterwards 
died. He had never been arrested be- 
fore in his life. The day he entered 
the houses he had been drinking to 
excess and entered one house at four 
o'clock in the atternoon and the other 
at six o'clock, both families being ab- 
sent. T^e Court said the two offenses 
would be considered as one and but 
one sentence given, not less than one 
year in the penitentiary and not more 
than four years. Good behavior would 
make the time the minimum term. 


• John Newman plead guilty tf tak- 
ing a watch from Edgar C. Tawney. 
He went to the Blocher Jewelry Store 
and asked value of it, saying he want- 
ed tb btiylt, Mr. Blocher recognized 
it as, one ,he .sola, Mr. TAwne,y^The 
boy then returned it to owner. He 
had worked about ten days for Mr. 
Tawney and there was some trouble 
about wages, the boy wanting same1 
and employer saying the terms of em- 
ployment were that wages were to go 
on bill. The boy was not pleased and 
thought to get even by taking the 
watch. There was no proof that he 
had taken other articles as at first sup- 
posed, and in the box from which the 
watch was taken was another watch 
and two chains. The boy while await- 
ing trial had expressed himself as very 
sorry for what he had done and it 
was believed that he had learned a les 
son and would not offend again. Th 
Court said Fornian Henry at the Reas 
er Furniture Factory had spoken t 
him about the boy saying he was effl 
cient, obedient and honest while work 
ing at the factory and the Court said 
as the boy was a child in the eyes o 
the law, the case was one for leniency 
He was paroled one year upon condi 
tion that he be honest, sober, indubtri 
ous and was directed to report to 
Judge Swope on the last Saturday o 
every month during the year. If his 
behavior was entirely satisfactory dur 
ing that period, the record of the 
Court in the case would be closed. The 
boy, much moved by treatment he ha( 
received, said to the Court. "Thank 
you.'' 


Laud Ayres. plead guilty of being a 


tramp and begging in town. He told 
the Court he had been in jail since 
May 5 and in view of near approach 
of winter, he would like an opportu 
nity to set ready for same. The Court 
asking him whether he could keep a 
promise to get out of county, and if 
he ever returned not to molest people 
The tramp replied. "I 
have never 


broken my word when given in gooc 
faith and thar he had no business to 
hold him in Gettysburg, and that he 
oould safely promise what was asked 
of him. and The Court replied that 
they would promise if he didn't keep 
his word to give him the limit of the 
law the next time he was in court. He 
had been in court before and was 
drinking and making a nuisance of 
himself when arrested.

Tht stor\ ot the present situation is 


as follows: 
The citizens living in the 


southeastern part ot the town desired 
an alle\ on tlm south side of t.ieir 
properties. 
This desire was proper 


and they were entitled to The privi- 
leges ot an allev. The Town Council 
desiie<.l to give them these privileges 
and passed an ordinance extending 
the alley parallel with and south of 
East Middle street and closed ai East 
Confederate avenue 


This proposition should have been 


assented to b\ government authorities. 
There are avenues crossed by streets 
and roads. West Middle street aoes 
over West Confederate avenue to "the 
Fail-field road. Springs avenue cross- 
es the same avenue. The Chambers- 
burg pike and Carlisle roads are cross- 
ed by avenues. At various places 
lanes h;»ve been built from avenues. 
All this has been done without act of 
Congress and whenever the conveni- 
ences nnd development of our people 
require it this should be allowed with 
out the uncertain and tedious process 
of acts of Congress.

a HarriHluirg wliijIeHrtJe produce deal- 
! er, "looking ufler a potato trade 1 have 
mi ha:jd lor this JaJl, uiid 1 was an- 
touiHhed to wee what au enormous 
crop of apples we are going to have 
this year, Ju some orchards I «aw the 
limbs of the trees were simply burden- 
ed down with choice fruit, and there 
was not a poor tree in the lot. One 
man told me he had forty acres of 
York sweets aud every apple has al- 
ready been sold. 
He sells them on 


the trees for a certain sum, enough to 
give him a line profit and the purch- 
aser simply uuys aud picks and packs 
tliem for market. 
Purchasers have 


been through the region, about the 
vicinity of Casbtowu, aud have bought 
everything that was for sale. Of courst 
all of the fruit growers are not selling 
their apples ou the trees, feoine of thena 
are preferriug to do their own picking, 
but the tree sales are something big. 
Men from Baltimore, Washington anil 
New York are now touring that sec- 
tion buying up the apples, and they 
are meeting with great success. By 
the time the app)es are ready to pick 
they will almost all be sold, and the 
farmer will have bis cash iu IIJH baud. 
The apples that are specked or unfit-to 
pack are thrown away and-the farmer 
gets these and makes cider. 
Already 


tbe eider presses are being brought 
out and gotten ready for use. The 
peach crop also has been very large, 
and tbe quality this year is betterthau 
for several years. I may say that all 
tbe crops are unusually tine, aud the 
farmer has no reason to complain."

Although the model is very small, 


its -weight complete being 100 pounds, 
it gave almost '2 horse power.

^promised have been secured by legis- 
lation, for. with the exception of the 
railroad commission (and it is with- 
out adequate power to enforce its. de 
crees). there has been no reform leg- 
islation enacted since the special ses- 
sion of 19U6. It was in that session1 
that we secured personal registration, 
uniform primaries, corrupt practices, 
reform in State deposits and appor- 
tionment, and the little volume ot 
pamphlet laws of 1906 will go down in 
history as a remarkable collection of 
reform legislation. 
But since then we 


have had practically nothing and it is 
up to the Republican machine and its 
candidates and to Governor Stuart to 
explain why. 


One of the most important reforms 


referred to in his inaugural was in 
the condition of our hospitals for the 
insane. He declared that this could 
oe done promptly by a yearly appro- 
priation to finish the new hospital at 
Allentown, and that no subject appeals 
for immediate legislative action as 
strongly as this.

the criticism of the methods in use in 
the construction of the State Capitol 
that there should be a practical repe 
tition of the same methods. But we 
arc in the praft age. Centuries ago in 
the development of architecture they 
developed the Gothic, Doric and Cor- 
inthian style, each peculiar of the 
epoch. The opening of the 20th cen- 
tury has added a new style, grafted 
upon the^old form, and if you examine 
into the" buildings built by the State 
under the same management you find 
traces of the same system. It is the 
graft style. Why is it that a certain 
architect gets this line of State work? 
And why do certain contractors get 
the contracts even if other contractors 
put 
in 
lower 
bids? There 
is no 


stronger advocate of these hospitals 
than the architect, and he is on hand 
when the proposed act for its erection 
is introduced in the Legislature.

propriation ni the money and charged 
with it proper return, but as a rule 
the-e Oiioracions extend beyond the 
term of the members any way. The 
building of such an institution should 
not be under the supervision of any 
commission, unless they are practical 
men and can devote their personal at- 
tention to it in conjunction with the 
architect. The whole system is wrong.

After many months of de- 
lay, two men who were the 'goats' for 
some one else, were convicted of fraud, 
but not one cent has been recovered 
to the State. Want of time cannot be 
pleaded.

Number One. 


A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


twenty-six of article five of the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth ot 
Pennsylvania. 
Resolved (if the Senate concur). 


That the following amendment to sec- 
tion twenty-six of article five of the 


onstitution of Pennsylvania be. and 


the same is hereby, proposed, in ac- 
cordance with the eighteenth article 
thereof: — 


That section 26 of Article V., which 


reads as follows: "Section 26. All laws 
relating to courts shall be general 
and of uniform operation, and the or- 
ganization, jurisdiction, and powers of 
all courts of the same class or grade, 
so far as regulated by law, and the 
force and effect of the process and 
judgments of such courts, shall be "uni- 
form; and the General Assembly is 
hereby prohibited from creating other 
courts to exercise the powers vented 
by this Constitution in the judges of 
the Courts of Common Pleas and Or- 
phans' Courts," be amended so mat 
the same shall read as follows: — 


Section 26. All laws relating to 


courts shall be general and of uniform 
operation, and the organization, juris- 
diction, and powers of all courts of 
the same class or grade, so far as regu- 
lated by law, and the force and effect 
of the process and judgments of such 
courts, shall be uniform; but, notwith- 
standing any provisions of this Consti- 
tution, the General Assembly shall 
have full 
power 
to establish new 


courts, from time to time, as the same 
may be needed in any city or -county, 
and to prescribe the powers and juris- 
diction thereof, and to increase the 
number of judges in any courts now 
existing or hereafter created, or to re- 
organize the same, or to vest in other 
courts the jurisdiction theretofore ex- 
ercised by courts not of record, and to 
abolish the same wherever it may be 
deemed necessary for the orderly and 
efficient administration of justice.

Section 1. Be it resolved by the 


Senate and House of Representatives 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in General Assembly met. That the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania be. and the same is 
hereby, proposed, in accordance with 
the eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section six of article five be 


amended, by striking out the said sec- 


and inserting in place thereof 


the following: 


Section 6 In the county of Philadel- 


phia all the jurisdiction aad powers 
now vested in the district courts and 
courts of common pleas, subject to 
such changes as may be made by this 
Constitution or by law, shall he in 
Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate 
jurisdiction, 
composed of 


three judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one, number two. num- 


, ber three, number four, and number 
five, bat the number of said courts may 
be by law inc; eased, from time to time, 
and shall be in like manner designated 
by successive numbers. The number 
of judges in any of said courts, or in 
any countv where the establishment 
of an additional court may be author- 
ized by law, may be increased, from 
time to time, and whenever such in- 
crease shall amount in the whole to 
th/tt. such three jud«e? shalt compose 
a distinct and separate court as afore 
»aid. v.-hkh shall be 
numbered as 


aforesaid. 
In Philadelphia all suits 


shall be instituted in the said courts 
of common pleas without designating 
the number of the said court, and the 
several courts shall distribute and ap- 
portion the business among them in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
rules of court, and each court, to 
which anv suit shall be thus assigned, 
shnll have exclusive jurisdiction there- 
of, subject to change of venue, as shall 
be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the 


jurisdiction and powers now vested in 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
tend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject to 
change of venue as provided by law. 
The president judge of said court shall 
be selected as provided by law.

number of judges in said court may be 
by law increased from time to time.

such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation," so as to 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, 
township, school dis-

That a sinking fund for their cancella 
tion shall be established and maintain- 
ed.

propriation. Road legislation may be 
divided into two classes, stone load 
and dirt road legislation. I shall not 
now discuss the former with its defcts 
and the reason why last year nearly 
$400,000 was paid as extras to con* 
tractors by the Highway Department, 
but 
I want specially to call your at- 


tention to the failure of the present 
administration and tne Governor to 
keep their promises to the farmers of 
the State by a more liberal allowance 
foi dirt roads. The first assistance 
given for the improvement of these 
roads was by the act of 1905, which 
gave to each township that has abol- 
ished its work tax a sum equal to 15 
per cent, of the tax levied for road 
purposes, for assistance in the main- 
tenance of the roads. 
Through an 


oversight, no appropriation was pro- 
vided to meet this percentage, but the 
Legislature of 1907 supplied $150,000 
for that purpose for the year 1906. and 
the Legislature of 1908 supplied $295,- 
000 for 1907. In 1907 a new law was 
passed correcting a number of defects 
in the former law and providing for 
a percentage of 50 per cent., provided 
it did not exceed $20 a mile. 
For 


some reason, never fully explained. 
Governor Stuart vetoed this measure, 
but as no appropriation was made for 
190S, not even the 15 per cent, was 
paid for that year or since. 
In 1909 


the Legislature passed the same meas- 
ure, carrying with it an appropriation 
of $1,500,000 for two years. 
The city 


members succeeded in reducing this 
to $l,OoO.OOO. and when it reached the 
Governor he 
further 
reduced that 


amount to $500.000, a cut of one-half, 
giving as his reason that there were 
no funds available, notwithstanding 
the usual balance of $9,000,000 in the 
State treasury. 
He must have Known, 


because he signed the bill at the same 
session that it required $295.000 to 
pay the 15 per cent, for one year, that 
$500.000 certainly would not allow for 
50 per cent, for two years. This veto 
cost the farmers of Pennsylvania at 
| least S500.000. and increased their tax 
' burdens to that amount, because they 
are the people who must pay the road 
taxes in the second class townships, 
and Governor Stuart owes to you 
farmers a clear explanation of why 
he did this before he or Mr. Tener 
can ask you to vote the Republican 
ticket this year.

If 
this office was subject to the popular 
will, like others elective, Senator Pen- 
rose and Senator Oliver, as were their 
immediate predecessors, could not hold 
their positions nor their power.

U. S. Money Goes to Militia. 


Every State and Territory in the 


Union with the single exception of 
Nevada, whicn is without a militia, 
gets a portion of the Federal appro- 
priation for the purchase of supplies 
and ammunition for the organized 
militia during the present fiscal year, 
in the ftrst allotment of the $1,600,000 
fund. 


According to the allotment, which 


was made according to the enlisted 
strength of the organized militia in the 
various States, five States get more 
than $50,000 each. 
Of these, New 


York leads with §206,000, Pennsyl- 
vania follows with $140,000, Illinois 
with $84,000, Massachusetts with $78,- 
000, Ohio with $73,000 and New Jersey 
with $54,000. 


Of the others, Alabama, California,

Fairfield Man Invents Engine. 
John H. Kugler, of Fairfield, has 


invented a new type of turbine steam 
engine. The peculiar feature of the 
engine is its taking steam from the 
center which the in venter claims will 
give more power than any other tur- 
bine steam engine in use. 


Ihis point has been demonstrated 


by a recent test of the engine which 
exceeded the expectations of the in- 
ventor himself. The test wag made in 
the presence of a number of people 
among whom were several steam en- 
gineers <vho were astonished at the 
successful working of so peculiar type 
or engine. 


Although the model is very small, 


its weight complete being 100 pounds, 
it gave almost 2 horse power. Au en- 
gine of this type of 100 horse power 
could be set on a floor space of 3x6 
feet. 


The inventor intends to make fur- 


ther improvements on tne engine. 
One of the most important will be a 
device for reversing the engine by its 
own steam as there is said to be no 
turbine steam eugme in use today 
that can be reversed by its own steam.

He sells them ou 


the trees for a certain sum, enough to 
give him a fine profit and the purch- 
aser (-imply ouys and picks and packs 
them for market. 
Purchasers have 


been through the region, abuut the 
vicinity of (.'ashtowu, and have bought 
everything that wa-= for «ale Of r-o'.!r=t 
all of the fruit growers are not selling 
their apples on the trees, fcome of them 
are preferring to do their own picking, 
but the tree sales are something big. 
Men from Baltimore, Washington and 
New York are now touring that sec- 
tion buying up the apples, and they 
are meeting with great success. 
By 


the time the apples are ready to pick 
they will almost all be sold, and the 
farmer will have lii-s cash in liis hand. 
The apples that are specked or unfit to 
pack are thrown away and the farmer 
gets these and makes cider. 
Already 


the cider presses are being brought 
out and gotten ready for use. 
The 


peach i-n>p also has been very large, 
aud the ijualily this year is better than 
for several years. 
I may say that all 


the crops are unusually line, and the 
farmer has no reason to complain."

stopping at the pa^siug point. The 
engineers of both trains were uuable 
to eee each other, as there is- a deep 
cut near the bridge. The big locomo- 
tives battered each other without leav- 
ing the rails. 


The bodies of the fireman and brake 


man were found under the bridge. 
Kooutz is supposed to have been rid- 
ing on the trucks of a box car of tram 
No. ^04, aud was thrown off when the 
trains struck, his body being found in 
the bushes about 20 feet from the 
track. A Check, for £138, a gold watch 
and some money was found on his 
body. 


Kooutz who was about 21 years of 


age. followed railroading for several 
years and only a few days ago return- 
ed from Canada, where he was em- 
ployed. With a companion by the 
name of Krug, from Kingsdaie. they 
hopped the freight ou the main line of 
tee W. M. on Monday, intending to 
reach Cumberland, Md., where they 
expected to get work. It is said that 
Kiug escaped unhurt. 


Tne coroner's jury held Charles B. 


Eichelberger and Lewis 8. Hopwood 
eugineuiau aud conductor respectively 
of the Eastbound train responsible for 
the wreck and charges of manslaugh- 
ter were preferred against the two. 


At the inquest W. C. Fleigh, train 


dispatcher at Hagerstown. testified he 
gave orders to the eastbound train to 
meet the westbound train at Smiths- 
burg. The orders were received by 
Conductor Hopwood, who signed them 
and read the copy to the eiigineman. 
The train should have 
stayed at 


Smitbuburg until the westbound traiu 
passed. 


Conductor Hopwood in his testimony 


acknowledged he had forgotten hie 
orders. He testified that after he got 
hie orders at Chewaville be took them 
into the caboose and read them to tbe 
other membere of the crew. 


EnginemanEichelberger testified he 


bad received orders to paw tbe other 
train at Bmithaburg, but his mind had 
been diverted because bis locomotive 
wag not working properly, and by a 
new fireman, and he thought tbe pass- 
ing point was Edgemont instead of 
Bmitbsburg.
